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From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  cases 
notified  was  no,  as  against  47  in  the  previous  year  and  58  in  1891  ; 
of  these  103  recovered,  7  died,  and  17  were  sent  to  hospital. 

SMALL  POX. 

This  disease,  which  was  very  prevalent  in  the  neighbouring 
districts  for  some  time,  first  made  its  appearance  at  Musker’s 
Cottages  in  April.  A  young  woman  from  Bootle  came  to  visit  her 
sister,  who  was  recently  confined,  and  on  her  return  home  the  same 
night  shewed  symptoms  of  the  disease,  and  was  removed  to 
hospital.  The  woman  soon  after  sickened,  and  both  she  and  her 
infant  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  duly  recovered.  Every 
precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the  disease  spreading,  several 
persons  who  had  visited  the  woman  were  re-vaccinated  immediately, 
all  articles  of  bedding  and  clothing  likely  to  be  infected  were 
removed  and  burnt,  and  the  house  fumigated  with  sulphur.  The 
privies  and  cesspools  in  this  portion  of  the  district  were  emptied 
and  cleansed,  disinfectants  being  freely  used.  The  West  Derby 
Guardians  made  arrangements,  at  the  instigation  of  the  Board, 
for  Vaccination  and  Re-Vaccination  at  a  time  most  suitable  for 
the  people  to  attend,  of  which  many  availed  themselves,  and  I  am 
glad  to  say  no  other  case  arose  from  this. 

The  district  remained  free  from  the  disease  until  June,  when  it 
again  showed  itself.  This  time  a  servant  (whose  family  lived  in 
Bootle,  whom  she  had  recently  visited)  in  the  house  of  a  gentleman 
in  Liverpool  Road  was  attacked.  She  was  at  once  removed  to 
hospital.  Every  sanitary  precaution  was  taken  about  the  premises, 
and  no  other  case  occurred. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Fifty-nine  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  as  against  19  in 
the  previous  year;  4  of  them  died,  9  were  sent  to  hospital. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Twenty-seven  cases  of  this  disease  were  recorded,  as  against  17 
in  the  year  previous.  2  died,  and  5  were  sent  to  hospital.  It  is 
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very  hard  to  account  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  this 
disease,  as  every  sanitary  precaution  has  been  taken  to  preserve  the 
health  of  the  district.  The  disease  not  being  confined  to  any  one 
portion,  must  in  my  opinion  be  imported  from  Liverpool,  where  so 
many  of  our  residents  go  every  day  to  business,  and  where  this 
disease  has  been  very  prevalent  for  the  past  twelve  months. 

DIPHTHERSA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

To  these  allied  diseases  were  attributed  5  cases,  4  to  the  former. 
None  were  sent  to  hospital.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  diphtheria. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Eight  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified  to  me.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  this  cause. 

MEASLES. 

Eight  cases  of  this  disease  also  were  notified,  but  as  it  is  not 
one  of  the  scheduled  diseases  under  the  Act,  I  should  say  these 
were  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  cases  which  actually  occurred 
in  the  district. 

liealtb  of  tbe  District  at  i£nO  of  year. 

For  the  last  four  months  but  1  case  of  an  infectious  nature 
proved  fatal,  and  the  number  of  cases  notified  to  me  were  much 
fewer  than  in  the  beginning  of  the  year.  From  this  I  think  we  may 
be  led  to  hope  that  this  favourable  state  of  things  will  continue  in 
the  new  year. 

Jnspection  of  tbe  District. 

I  have  made  frequent  inspections  of  the  district  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  either  with  Mr.  Hall  or  Mr.  Wilson,  and  besides 
these  systematic  inspections  many  visits  have  been  paid  to  premises 
where  nuisances  have  from  time  to  time  been  reported.  The 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  has  reported  on  the  various  sanitary  defects 
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found  to  exist  on  these  occasions,  and  to  prevent  repetition  I  beg  to 
refer  you  to  his  report  for  all  information  thereon. 

Birth  anh  Death  IRate* 

From  the  returns  supplied  by  the  District  Registrar,  it  appears 
that  the  births  registered  number  1 66,  shewing  a  birth-rate  of  24.04 
per  1,000.  In  1892  the  number  was  143,  a  birth-rate  of  21.31.

Sixteen  sets  of  Plans  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board  for 


approval  during  the  year,  as  against  19  last  year  and  23  the 
preceding  year. 

Bsbpits. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  Board  have  developed  the 
periodical  inspection  and  emptying  of  all  Ashpits,  &c.,  at  frequent 
intervals,  thus  reducing  the  danger  to  health  that  arises  from 
accumulations  of  decomposing  matter  near  dwelling-houses. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  Privies,  Ashpits,  and 
Dustbins  emptied  during  the  past  nine  years,  together  with  the  total 
cost  per  annum,  and  the  average  cost  per  notice  attended  to.  It 
will  be  seen  that  since  1885  the  number  of  Ashpits  emptied  has 
practically  trebled  while  the  average  cost  has  decreased.

Sewerage  Jmpuopeinents, 


Re-Construction  of  Parts. 

In  furtherance  of  the  Board’s  policy  of  improving  the  Sewers, 
two  important  cases  of  re-construction  received  attention,  the 
defective  earthenware  pipe  sewers  passing  under  the  railway  line 
being  taken  out  and  iron  pipes  substituted. 

The  nett  cost  of  carrying  out  both  lengths  being  £i\z  5s.  2d., 
against  the  estimate  of  £2.50.

Negotiations  were  opened  with  the  Postal  Authorities  as  to 
substituting  tubular  iron  poles,  to  be  used  as  ventilating  shafts,  in 
lieu  of  the  existing  wooden  poles,  but  the  details  had  not  been  fully 
agreed  upon  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Storm  Overflow. 

An  1 8-inch  storm  overflow  was  fixed  at  the  point  of  juncture  of 
the  respective  main  sewers  from  Crosby  and  Blundellsands,  a 
portion  of  the  system  which  during  heavy  storms  was  constantly 
overcharged.  This  overflow  empties  into  the  broad  water-course 
known  as  Formby’s  Pool,  and  has  proved  of  great  advantage. 

Tinklers  Cottages. 

Acting  under  the  directions  of  the  Board,  a  new  system  of 
sewers  has  been  substituted  by  the  owner,  to  replace  the  very 
unsatisfactory  system  previously  existing. 

Street  ^Improvements. 

Liverpool  Road  Improvements. 

A  strip  of  land  opposite  St.  Lukes’s  was  acquired  and  a  new 
boundary  wall  built. 

Negotiations  were  also  opened  for  a  strip  of  land  abutting 
upon  the  Merchant  Taylors  Girls  Grammar  School,  but  the  wardens 
declined  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Board, 
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Attempts  were  again  made  to  acquire  land  opposite  “  The 
Allands  ”  and  “  The  Standfield,”  but  still  without  success. 

Negotiations  were  also  opened  to  acquire  a  portion  of  the 
premises  now  projecting  into  the  footway  near  St.  Luke’s  Church, 
so  as  to  carry  out  a  very  desirable  improvement,  and  enable 
pedestrians  to  use  the  footwalk  instead  of  being  compelled  to  move 
into  the  roadway  ;  but  the  matter  has  not  yet  been  finally  arranged.

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  widening  of  the  footway 
and  planting  trees  on  the  North  Side  of  Victoria  Road,  as  the 
houses  are  built. 

Bridge  Road  Widening. 

Plans  of  some  buildings  proposed  to  be  erected  opposite  St. 
Nicholas’  Church  having  been  submitted,  the  Board  opened  nego¬ 
tiations  with  the  landowners  and  eventually  succeeded  in  acquiring 
a  Strip  at  the  corner  and  had  the  fence  set  back  ;  negotiations  for 
further  improvements  are  not  yet  complete. 

apportionments  unOer  private  Streets  Bet,  1893. 

The  prescribed  plans,  sections,  estimates  and  provisional 
apportionments  for  completing  the  following  streets  and  passages 
were  prepared  —

In  the  first  named,  the  owners  having  objected  to  the  provisional 
apportionment  the  case  was  taken  before  the  Magistrates  for  their 
decision,  when  they  were  of  opinion  that  upon  the  question  of  the 
degree  of  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  proposed  works,  the  cost 
should  be  apportioned  to  one  property  only  and  not  equally  divided 
according  to  the  frontage'of  the  respective  properties. 

Bmaiaamation  ©reposals* 

An  interview  with  the  Waterloo  Board  took  place  to  discuss  this 
question  but  was  indefinitely  adjourned  owing  to  then-anticipated 
legislation  affecting  boundaries. 

Ibospital  Hccommofcation. 

Another  question  discussed  with  the  adjoining  Authorities  was 
that  of  Hospital  Accommodation  for  the  Waterloo,  Litherland  and 
Great  Crosby  Local  Boards,  an  exhaustive  Report  and  Plans  being 
submitted,  but  it  was  then  decided  that,  for  the  present,  at  any 
rate,  it  was  better  to  continue  the  arrangement  with  the  Bootle 
Corporation.  During  the  past  year  the  Board  have  paid  to  the

A  dispute  arose  with  the  landowners  as  to  the  width  of  public 
footway  on  the  South  side  of  this  road.  After  an  exhaustive  trial  in 
the  Chancery  Court  judgment  was  given  in  favour  of  the  Board, 
but  this,  on  appeal,  was  reversed. 
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BuilMitg  Xtnc  Dispute, 

An  important  question  arose  as  to  the  erection  of  a  building 
beyond  the  front  main  wall  of  adjoining  properties  and  the 
magisterial  decision  was  in  favour  of  the  Board. 


Division  of  District  into  Warbs, 

A  Petition  and  Plan  were  submitted  to  the  County  Council 
requesting  the  division  of  the  district  into  three  Wards  ;  the  Local 
Inquiry  had  not  taken  place  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

fire  Brigade. 

Earlv  in  the  vear  the  new  Steam  Fire  Engine  was  delivered,  and 
the  existing  shed  was  so  altered  as  to  provide  a  suitable  Engine- 
House.  The  Brigade  has  attended  eight  fires  during  the  year — six 
within  the  district  and  two  outside.  They  also  attended  the  first 
local  May-day  Procession. 

XTecbntcal  Classes, 

The  Series  of  Classes  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Council  were  recommenced  in  September,  and  about  280  Students 
have  entered  their  names.  As  regards  the  “  Cookery  ”  Classes  the 
full  number  of  applications  were  sent  in  that  could  be  accommo¬ 
dated.  This  year  the  Board  decided  to  continue  charging  a  small 
admission  fee,  in  preference  to  the  free  system,  with  the  result  of  a 
better  average  of  attendances,  according  to  the  number  of  Students 
entering  their  names  for  the  several  subjects.  At  the  Examina¬ 
tions  under  the  auspices  of  the  Union  of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire 
Institutes  one  of  the  Crosby  Students  headed  the  list  in  “  Dress¬ 
making.” 

A  Course  of  Ambulance  Lectures  has  been  well  attended. 

The  whole  of  the  Classes  have  again  been  held  at  the  Halsall 
Girls’  School,  Cook’s  road,  through  the  continued  courtesy  of  the 
Trustees. 
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The  Little  Crosby  Local  Board  pay  over  their  small  grant  to 
this  Board,  on  the  basis  of  students  from  their  district  being 
admitted  free  to  our  Classes,  but  even  upon  these  terms  very  few  of 
their  residents  make  any  use  of  this  opportunity.
